armies of our Allies tn France is 
twofold: First, to punish Germany, 
since attrition is still a factor in the 
western fighting, and second, to 
drive the Germans out of France 
and carry the war to German soil. 
Bapaume, therefore, or in fact, any 
other given point, is only one step 
towards an end which is still remote. 

Therefore the battle of Arras is 
not in any way distinct’ from the 
battle of the Somme, but is its log- 
ical corollary. Had the British suc- 
ceeded in taking Bapaume last fall, 
the battle @f Arras would have been 
fought just as surely as it is being 
fought now. Had the British taken 
Bapaume this spring, as a result of 
direct attack, the battle of Arras 
would have been the next and the 
inevitable step. 


It was known in December that 
the Germans were going to under- 
take a retrograde movement before 
spring opened, retiring to some other 
carefully prepared line. News of 
this was brought here by one who 
knew. The source of this informa- 
tion was practically unimpeachable 
although the location of the new 
line was probably known only to 
the Allied higher command.

The administration's programme

| yards, although private capital 


already is ouering millions for 
construction of the vessels. The 
700,000 tons of German ship- 
ping taken over by the govern- 
ment with the declaration of 
war undoubtedly will be put 
under the corporation as will the 
Austrian ships now in custody 
of the United States. The ger 
eral opinion is that the German 
and Austrian owners will be 
paid for their use during the war 
and for the ships themselves if 
they are lost or are retained.

“I have learned with deep grati- 
fication of the intention of your or- 
ganization to make its 1000 mem- 
bers avallable, in their respective 
capacities to support the adminis- 
tration in the conduct of the war,” 
wrote President Wilson. “Certain- 
ly this is a time when America must 
ése its force and influence for the 
vindication of those ideals which 
give her a pre-eminent place among 
the nations of the world.” 

Mr. Gerard said that at the time 
the Lusitania was sunk an official 
of the German government in Berlin 
told him that the United States 
“dare not move,” because there were 
500,000 German reservists in Ameri- 
ca who would rise against this 
country. 

“I said to him.” declared the 
former Ambassador: “‘Can you 
point to one single man with an 
American passport who is serving in

UTLINES PEACE 
TERMS OF ALLIES. 


ENGLISH PACIFIST SAYS HE 
KNOWS AMERICAN IDEAS. 


— 


Tells London Audience that Ger- 
many will be Called Upon for 
Many Concessions and Kestora- 
tions, but Should not be Forced 
to Humiliation by Extremes. 


{A P. PORKIGN CORRESPONDENC:.) 

LONDON, March 30.—Noel Bux- 
ton, a member of Parliament, and 
avowed pacifist, who recently visited 
the United States, outlined before 
a peace meeting here the other day, 
the terms which he said he was told 
by the “highest authorities in Amer- 
ica” that the Allies could obtain 
from Germany at the present time. 

Mr. Buxton explained that he be- 
Heved the time had arrived for an 
open discussion of peace terms. “My 
reason for this belief,” he eald, “is 
the fact that we are no longer the 
bottom dog, but the top dog on 
land, as we always had been at sea. 

“When I was in America I Was in- 
formed by the highest authorities 
there that the terms which it would 
have been possible to get from Ger- 
many a few months ago included 
the complete abandonment of Ger- 
many’s claims to retain the lands 
she has conquered without excep- 
tion, including the retoration of Ser- 
bia and the severance of the corridor 
to the east, and the guarantee to 
Serbia of access to the sea, the ac- 
quisition by Italy of the Trentino, 
and, above all, the absolute restora- 
tion of the territory and sovereignty 
to Belgium, Germany retaining no 
right whatever to Antwerp and giv- 
ing Belgium an indemnity for 
losses. 


“In regard to France the terms 
include, not only the restoration of 
her territory, but the cession of «a 
large part of French Lorraine, and, 
in particular, the fortreas of Metz. 
Russia would have secured, under 
these terms, the use of the Straits 
by international control, which 
America would be prepared toe guar- 
antee. These terms, in the opinion 
of the highest authorities in er- 
ica, are perfectly possible. 

“Even more favorable terms will 
be available in a short time. If such 
terms are obtainable they ought to 
be obtained at the earliest possible 
moment, and the reason we cannot 
get them is because extremism is 
the dominant force in the country 
and the press. To humilitate the 
pride of a great people is not states- 
manship. but insanity. It is akin 
to the childish folly which lost us 
America, which nearly lost us South 
Africa, and which has nearly 
brought us to a dangerous crisis by 
the mismanagement of Ireland.”

MEXICO PLANS 
CHEAP POWER. 


Large Opportunities for the 
Future Developments. 


Electrical Installations Now 
Supply Many Cities. 


Foreign Capital Awaits End of 
Strife to Enter. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE 

MONTEREY (Mex.) April 12.—It 
is expected that as soon as the in- 
ternal rs of Mexico, including 
the political and financial situation, 
are restored to a stable and normal 
basis, a wonderful era of electrical 
development will be inaugurated in 
This 
character of enterprise had just en- 
tered upon a period of what prom- 
ised to be of far-reaching benefit 
when its further expansion was inter- 
rupted by the beginning of revolu- 
tionary troubles. In no country in 
the world, perhaps, are there more 
naturad advantages offered for the 
installation of hydroelectric plants 
and the profitable utilization of this 
cheap power in various lines of in- 
dustry than was presented in Mexi- 
co, With the vast and as yet little 
touched mineral wealth of the coun- 
try, located in many instances with- 
in easy transmission reach of possi- 
ble sites of hydroelectric plants, 
there is a golden opportunity await- 
ing the investment of capital in 
projects of this nature. What has 
already been done in the way of 
electrical development in Mexico is 
due largely to the far*#ightedness 


Company, which is composed of a 
syndicate of Britishers and which 
was headed by the late Dr. F. 8. 
Pearson of New York, has holdings 
in and adjacent to the City of Mex!i- 
co that represent an investment of 
approximately $100,000,000. This 
company’s hydroelectric plant at 
Necaxa, situated about 110 miles 
from the capital, was built at a to- 
tal cost of about $80,000,000. The 
plant is composed of two units hav- 
ing an ageregate capacity of 127,600 
horse power. Besides the two main 
power stations at Necaxa, the com-

COSTLY PLANTS. 

The Mexican Light and Power 


pany built and operates auxiliary 
hydroelectric plants at Texcopa, La- 
guna, Irrigador and San  Iide- 
fonso, all of which are a part of the 
general power generating and trans- 
mission system that supplies not 
only the City of Mexico with its 
power and lights, but also the mines 
and oi] mills of the Floro district 
and the city of Pueblo. The power 
transmission line of this company, 
which runs to Floro, has a length 
of about 172 miles and carries a 
voltage of 85,000. 

Forming an interesting part of the 
Necaxa power enterprises are two 
great reservoirs built in the moun- 
taine at an altitude of more than 
10,000 feet, each of which has a ca- 
pacity of about 6000 cubic feet of 
water, which is said to be sufficient 
to keep the hydroelectric plants in 
constant operation for six months 
without any rainfall. Adding the 
21,400 horse power which the gaso- 
line plants at Texcopa, Laguna, Ir- 
rigador and San Ildefonso possess to 
that of the two main plants at Na- 
caxa, gives the Mexican Light and 
Power Company a total of avail- 
able horse power of 148,900. 

TRACTION LINES. 

The electric traction lines in the 
City of Mexico and the Federal dis- 
trict are owned by the same interests 
as the Mexican Light and Power 
Company, as are also the traction 
lines of the city of Pueblo. At the 
time the revolutionary troubles be- 
gan an interurban railway was un- 
der construction by this syndicate 
between the City of Mexico and 


to the foot of Popocatepetl, and it 
was embraced in the plans to build 
a scenic road up the slope of that 
mountain to the rim of the crater.

REFUGEES IN JAPAN FACE ALD 
ILLS WITH FORTITUDE. 


Disease and the Hardships of 
War Have Made Relief Measures 


IA FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE | 

TOKIO, March 10.—A report on 
the condition of the Russian refu- 
«ees Is given by Thomas W. Whitte- 
more of Boston, who has come to 
Japan for supplies after long serv- 
ices in directing the work of the 
American Committee for the Relief 
of Russian Refugees in Russia. The 
forced migration of the people of 
Little Russia into the heart of the 
empire was described by him as one 
of the greatest movements of people 
in history. He said that the names 
of as many as 2,000,000 refugees 
were on the official list and although 
the Russian government is doing 
everything humanly possible to ame- 
liorate their condition, much remains 


to be done in the way ef food, 
clothing, medicine and _ shelter. 
Thousands died in the flight. Barely 


fed, poorly clothed, masses were car- 
ried away by contagious diseases and 
the rest remained helpless, gathered 
in barracks and other public places 
vaguely and blindly waiting for food 
and occupation. 

The Ruesian government has fin- 
ally distributed these refugees among 
different parts of the empire, yet 
the problem, Mr. Whittemore said. 
was tar from settled. The great 
need was for some form of organi- 
gation which will provide them with 
labor and the means of living, and 
while that economic question is be- 
ing worked out, food, clothing and 
medicine are necessary. He had come 
to Japan, he said, because the lack 


Jof shipping space from the United 


States made it practically imposefbile 
to get the necessary supplies from 
that cotntry. 

“I, myself,“ said Mr. Whittemore, 
„Have seen a thousand people dying 
from typhus. The religious fervor 
of the Russian people is wonderful 
to behold. Death does not appear 
to them as terrible or undesirable. 
All these wonderful sacrifices of the 
people, both militarv and civil, are 
offered to Holy Russia. IT have seen 
aged men and women passing away 
on their miserable beds and I have 
seen their friends gathered about 
the death-couch with joy on their 
faces and happy words on their Ups. 
‘So you are going to die,” they would 
exclaim. ‘How happy you must be. 
Now you will be sure to pray for us 
when vou pass away and we wil) be 
very happy.’ 
“All that was to make the death of 
the beloved ones happy and joyous. 
yet when death came the rejoicing 
was changed to lamentation. It is 
simply marvelous—this comprehen- 
sion of death in Russia today. I have 
seen simple peasant soldiers going 
furth to battle. Friends would ask 
them where they were going and 
they Invariably answered: ‘Why, we 
are going forth to dle,“ and then 
thelr people would exclaim: ‘Yes, 
they are going out to die.’ 

“There are ikons and crosses 
everywhere among these people of 
faith. They are borne constant!’ 
with them as the ever-present sym- 
bo! of this death that is before them 
and the happiness that is te come.’

If Russia Drops Out of them

HE rumor that Germany 
and Russia are negotiat- 
ing for peace is fraught 
with tragic possibilities for the 
United States. 
The counter-rumors that 
Austria and Bulgaria have 
asked the Allies for peace some- 
what takes the sting out of the 
first alarm. 
Let us pick these rumors to 


No one knows, of course, 
whether the Ki govern- 
ment is of a mind for peace- 


making, because no one knows 
what or where the Russian gov- 
Tnment really is. 

We can discard, as ridiculous 
anti unfounded, the popular 
idea as to conditions in Russia 
during and following the revo- 
lution. 

Inspired propagandists would 
have us believe that the over- 
throw of the government of the 
Romanoffse was a sweet and 
tender affair. The revolution- 
ists lovingly brushed the fiuff 
off His Majesty's coat lapel 
and asked if he would very 
much object to giving up the 
job; and Nicholas sweetly 
complied. 

WHAT REALLY HAPPENED. 

Of course nothing like this 
occurred. I happen to know of 
my own knowledge that the 
revolution was bieoody and 
frightful and that desperate 
fighting has been going on since 
1915; that Russia has, in fact, 
been in the midst of a civil war 
for a long time. * 

I can’t imagine how anybody 
could seriously contend that 
the great upheaval has not se- 
riously interfered with the 
ability of the Russians to make 
war. The success of a modern 
army depends absolutely —— 
the continuity of supplies, Were 
a great fire to occur in London: 
were a German Zeppelin to hit 
one of the railroad lines from 
London to the coast, even that 
small delay would cripple the 
activities of the army in the 
moet serious way. 


We know something of the 


great complicated machine by 
which England keeps her army 
supplied with food and ammu- 
nitions, With a larger army to 
take care of, with a vaster dis- 
tance to ship supplies and with 
few transportation facilities, 
how much greater must be the 
problem of keeping the Rus- 
sian troops in fighting condi- 
tion! 

Don't tell me that a great 
Russian revolution resulting in 
the overthrow of a ruler has 
not made even a ruffle or a 
rifle in the machinery of Rus 
sian army administration, and 
that Russia can fight just as 
well as before. 

REACTIONS. 

As a matter of fact, there & 
every reason to suppose that 
Russia is not even now at peace. 
Revolutions are almost invari- 
ably followed by violent reac- 
tions. After this reaction, the 
real struggle for permanent 
mastery takes place. There is 
no reason to suppose that the 
Russian revolution will not run 
true to form in this regard. 

To just what extent the Rus- 
sian army has been set back no 
one outside the inner circle of 
President WIIson's advisers 
knows. But I do happen to 
know that army officers are 
greatly concerned over the 
weakness of the Russian situa- 
tion: and that the War Depart- 
ment is frankly facing the prob- 
lem of what we will do if such a 
separate peace is made. 

It seems obvious that if Rus- 
via retires from the Entente. 
we will be left holding the sack 
in her place; that we will have 
to send troops to France in ven 
large numbers to help hold 
back the rush of the German 
troops released from service on 
the long line of the east front. 

There is no use trying to 
dodge the facts; that if Russia 
retires, we may be called upon 
to “bleed white” in order to 
hold up our end of the battle. 

Of course, In this connection 
one question rises instinctively 
to everybody's lips. 

THE JAPANESE. 

What will Japan do? 

The little Empire of the 
Cherry Blossoms occupies a 
very curious position in the 
world, 

In 19065, when it became cer- 
tain that Japan would win (al- 
though in a shabby sort of 
way) the Russo-Japanese War, 
England entered into an alli- 
ance with her. The Japanese 
had been asking for this Al- 
ance for some time, but Down- 

‘ing street declined to give an 
answer until it was certain that 
Japan was not beaten in the 
war. England's object in en- 
tering the pact was frankly to 
head off Russia's design upon 
India by acquiring a powerful 
friend in the Orient. 

True to her alliance, Japan 
came into this war, but in a 
half-hearted way. It has been 
a fact half-acknowleaiged by 
all goverrments that Japan has 
always been willing to plunge 
headlong into the war; to send 
troops to join the Alles. But 
only if certain conditions were 
complied with. If she got her 
price. 

She did not get her price 
and, in the very heat of the 
war, Japan entered a new side 
alllarce with Russia. No one 
outside the sacred circle knows 
to a certainty just what the 
terms of this alliance were. 
But, anyhow. some kind of a 
deal was made between Ruasia 
and Japan-—some new arrange- 
ment. 

Now the questions, most im- 
portant of anything in this 
world, are these: 

What were the terms of this 
new pact? 

Is the rew government of 
Russia prepared to carry out 
the Japanese alliance” 

Most Important of all: What 
was Japan's price for coming 
into the war and are the M- 
lies prepared to pay it in case 
Russta retires from the En- 
tente?

THE WATCHMAN. 


TREND OF CURRENT POLITICAL 
THOUGHT AND ACTION. 


By the Sentry on His Beat. 

The past week has developed very 
few changes in the political situa- 
tion. The numerous candidates are 
still bemoaning the fact that the 
war has crowded them into ob- 
security. This observation, of course, 
does not apply to Mayor Woodman 
because by virtue of his position he 
necessarily is in the calcium glare 
and it is not difficult to imagine how 
envious and jgalous some of the 
would-be mayors are of him. 

Failing to create enthusiasm over 
his candidacy through relating what 
he did for Los Angeles when it con- 
tained a trifle more than 60,000 


people, Meredith P. Snyder, who is 
the incumbent's principal rival, has 
resorted to the billboards to g his 
name and face before the public. De- 
spite the bitter antipathy of the pub- 
lic for this sort of advertising, Mr 
Snyder adopted it and now one may 
see his gaudy lithographs on every 
side, 

One, H. Roser, candidate of the 
Reds, is scarcely making a trace on 
the political map. Even his anar- 
chistic following is on the wane 
Some of them say they will vote for 
him because they feel it their duty 
to support the nominee of their 
party, no matter who he is. But 
there is a strong feeling against this 
one and if he gets as many votes 
as some of the Socialistic candidates 
for the Council, it will be one of 
the surprises of the campaign. 

Just now politicians are wondering 
what the real effect of C. E. Sebas- 
tian’s candidacy will have on the 
general results. No one figures him 
to win, but it ts admitted that the 
programme mapped for the closing 
of his campaign may swing a lot of 
careless and supersentimental 
voters into his column. The motion 
picture in which he stars entitied 
“Invisible Government or the Down- 
Tall of a Mayor” may prevent the 
election of Mayor Woodman at the 


maries. 

While his three opponents are 
frantically endeavoring to attract at- 
tention through all kinds of politica! 
maneuverings, Mayor Woodman is 
devoting his time to the city’s busi- 
ness and is accomplishing some 
things worth while. For instance 
during the past week he engineered 
the deal which its destined to make 
our harbor one of the leading ship- 
bullding centers of the country, giv- 
ing employment to thousands of 
skilled mechanics and materially in- 
creasing the population. 

At a public meeting he announced 
that there will be no snap judg- 
ment taken on the proposed power 
contract which has been approved 
by the companies and the city’s rep- 
resentatives. He declared that be- 
fore the contract can become ef- 
fective he will see to it that the 
people have opportunity to study 
every provision of it and he will 
never attach his signature to the 
document until the majority of his 
constituents are satisfied with it. 

In addition to these very impor- 
tant phases of the city’s affairs, the 
Mayor has taken a decided stand 
on the question of preparedness, 
having evolved a plan for organiz- 
ing a Home Guard that should be 
second to none in the United 
States. He has invited the twenty 
or more retired officers of the 
United States army and navy now 
residing in Los Angeles and vicinity 
to assist him in the formulation of 
plans and they have consented to 
give their aid. 

These are but a few of the big 
things the Mayor ts attending to. 
They, ,mean much to the happiness 
of he people, however, and he says 
that ie his only ambition as the pilot 
of their ship of destiny. “Let the 
other fellows play pglitics if they 
want to, but I am going to look out 
for the welfare o fthe people,” he 
said yesterday. 

A movement was started several 
days ago by some of the leading 
business men of the city to assume 
personal charge eof Mayor Wood- 
man's campaign. They are r- 
culating a petition now for the 
signatures of prominent citizens who 
will devote practically all of their 
time to the work. “It is as much 
eur duty to work for him at this 
particular time as it is for him to 
work for us,“ said a well-known 
member of the committee.

ECORD CROPS 
HOPE OF SWISS. 


CANTON TURNS EVERY CITIZEN 
TO THE FARM. 


Will Caltivate All Tillable Soil, 
Require Yield of Potatoes and 
Grain, Use Children in Fields and 
Assess Penalties Against Those 
Who Lack Care. 


FP. FOREIGN 
ZURICH (Switzerland) March 21. 


The canton of Zurich has decided to 
lead the way for the rest of Switzer- 
land, and, in pursuance of thé or- 
ders of the Bundesrat to increase the 
agricultural production of the coun- 
try, has resorted to radical measures 
to feed the population. 

Its governmental council has de- 
creed that the district councils must 
without delay take the following 
steps looking for a record harvest: 

Institute gatherings of both men 
and women at which the necessity of 
increased crops, especially of grain, 
vegetables and particularly potatoes, 
shall be discussed, and at which the 
best ways and means to this end for 
each district shall be pointed out. 

Report the acreage available for 
cultivation and, wherever seed and 
labor are on hand, begin planting 
and cultivation at once. 

Require all land owners to put 
at least 10 per cent. of it to pota- 
toes, summer grain or vegetables 
and to provide at least for their own 


Draw upon families who possess 
no land to till the lahd of others. 
Confiscate, if necessary, land not vol- 
untarily put under cultivation and 
till it with the landless families. 

The districts are authorized to 
draw forcibly, if necessary, upon the 
labor required to gather harvests in 
each section, and to confiscate, for 
the time being, draught animals for 
agricultural purposes. 

Finally, the school authorities are 
required to release pupils from 
school duties whenever they may be 
required to fight insect or vegetable 
pests 

The council's provisions carry pen- 
alties of fines amounting to 600 
franca, or three months’ imprison- 
ment, for violations of its regula- 
tiens. 

Other cantons are expected to fol- 
low Zurich's example. The whole 
country is awaking to the fact that 
it is in a position where self-help 
may be the only thing that can be 
relied upon. 

Switzerland has only the port of 
Cette through which needed imports 
may be brought. The Bundesrat has 
vainly tried to find some second po 
elther in or out of the bilockad 
sone, through which it can ration 
itself. There has been a vast 
amount of discussion recently about 
a Denn merchant marine,” but it 
has been realized that, even if that 
be possible, it cannot be created in 
the turn of a hand.

Londoners Trade in Precious Stores 
in Hatlow Gardens. 


[Kansas City Star:] A new curb * 


market has sprung into existence in 
London since the war. Its headquar- 
ters are in Hatton Gardens, the 
home of the wholesale jewelry trade. 
and its dealings are in diamonds 
and other precious stones. Most of 
the dealings are trades which. be- 
fore the war, would have taken 
place in Antwerp, and the brokers 
are sllent, elderly men of various 
nationalities—Russians, Belgians and 
Lithuanians predominating. They 
talk together in guttural monosylia- 
bles, now Yiddish, now Dutch. now 
Flem ish—occasionally or 
English. 

Thousands of dollars worth of 
stones change hands dally in this 
strang§ street market. By general 
consent the hours for transacting 
business are from 11 o'clock to 3 
o'clock. 

Hatton Gardens is a short, narrow 
street, fanked on either side by the 
somber buildings of the big whole- 
sale jewelry houses. Under the 
shadow of these bulldings will be 
found every day the same groups 
of traders, among them some of the 
worlds finest jewel experts, al- 
though their outward appearance 
pearcely indicates it. These men 
know, also, secrets of getting about 
Europe in wartime, many of their 
wares coming from obscure corners 
of the continent. 

Strangers are not welcomed on the 
Hatten Gardens curb, and one who 
loiters in the vicinity is regarded 
with suspicion, for a quick thief 
might get away with many thousand 
dollars’ worth of precious stones. 
The little paper packets of jewels 
are hurriedly consigned to their 
owners’ pockets if a passer-by ven- 
tures to stop and crane his neck to- 
ward the treasure.

EXICO’S NEW MENACE. 

Mexico is a grim storehouse stuffed 
with combustible and inflammable mate- 
rial, and there are German plotters seeking 
the most suitable spot to apply the torch. 
The rich petroleum fields of Tampico and 
Tuxpan, from which the Allied fleets have 
been drawing a large part of their fuel oil, 
afford a chance for kindling a conflagra- 
tion not likely to have been overlooked by 
the emissaries of the Kaiser. 

German gold, “made in the United 
States,” has lately been pouring into the 
southern republic and the effects of that 
influx can readily be seen in the embargo 
threatened by the Carranza government on 
fuel oil. No surer scheme could be launched 
for dragging Mexico into a state of war 
with the Entente Allies or embroiling her 
openly with the United’ States. 

In the present tension of international 
affairs an embargo vy Mexico on petroleum 
must be regarded as a direct blow at the 
Allied fleet, therefore a direct encourage 
ment to German submarine warfare, and 
consequently a deliberately unfriendly act 
toward the United States. By international 
law under their treaty rights the British 
have access to the oll fields of Tampico. 
To prevent this access the Mexicans would 
certainly have to use armed force, and then 
the result is inevitable. 

Carranza still professes friendship for the 
United States and still declares strict neu- 
trality in the European war, but he cannot 
consistently with this declaration take a 
step so unmistakably prompted by German 
influence and intrigue. No other possible. 
object, except to embarrass the Allies, 
could be conceived for the establishment of 
such an embargo. And yet if Mexico is 80 
thoroughly determined to try conclusions 
with the United States, and is secretly be- 
ing arrayed against us by the help of Ger 
man reservists and German gold, the break 
might as well come through Tampico as 
in any other way. An open enemy is more 
easily dealt with than a masked antag- 
onist. 


ROUNDDESS APPREHENSIONS. 

A few doven people in Napa county, 
who take counsel of their unfounded fears 
rather than of their better judgment and 
more humane impulses, have petitioned the 
State Legislature to take away the State 
Reformatory Farm from the State Board of 
Prison Directors or forbid its use for re- 
formatory purposes. 

The petition should, in the opinion of The 
Times, be courteously committed to the 
legislative waste basket. As stated by the 
Commonwealth Club of California: “The 
State Farm was bought for the purpose of 
separating first offenders from hardened 
criminals and giving them a chance to work 
their way back to honest citizenship. Al- 
though it has been pampered by unthink- 
ing prejudice, it is doing good work for a 
few. It should be made to save many.” 

The proposed law would destroy the re- 
results of long and careful work by mer who 
have the welfare of the State at heart. The 
State Farm was bought in 1911 for $149,000. 
It is intended to train first offenders who 
may be reclaimed to self-support and self- 
respect. For want of this institution thou- 
sands have gone to ruin because they were 
condemned to spend long terms with the 
most hardened and dangerous criminals. 
The tract on which the State Reformatory 
Farm is located is well suited by soll, wa- 
ter, climate and location for the work it is 
intended to do. 

The hysterica] petitioners to the Legisla- 
ture assert that men, women and children 


of Napa county are in terror of their lives 


and that the growth of the county is 
checked, and they urge that the Legislature 
take the institution away. 

The Commonwealth Club truthfully states 
that these fears are groundless and they 
invite attention to the conditions which ex- 
ist in the neighboring county of Marin with 
its San Quentin prison. Within its walls 
lie 2300 men convicted of every crime on 
the statute book. First offenders are mixed 
with hardened criminals. As the terms of 
these expire they are turned loose without 
employment, without homes and with but 
five dollars in money to provide them with 
food and shelter. These have not driven 
away population or reduced the value of 
property or brought fire and murder to the 
neighborhood. 

Within three miles of San Quentin lies 
the county seat of Marin, the prosperous 
city of San Rafael. Within a five-mile ra- 
dius there are a score of towns famous for 
their beautiful suburban residences, inhab- | 
ited by more than twenty thousand citizens. 
These are not merely clinging to their 
homes, held by the hope of saving their 
property from destruction. The large ma- 
jority are people who have deliberately se- 
lected Marin as their residence because 
they think it Is a good place to live. Not- 
withstanding the existence of San Quen- 
tin, the population increased from 13,072 
in 1890 to 15,702 in 1900, 25,114 in 1910, and 
now is believed to be above 30,000. The 
assessed value of its property, exclusive of 
railroads, has increased as follows: 1900, 
$11,222,445; 1911, $18,804,845; 1916, $22,599.- 
850. 

Napa’s figures show likewise that the 
damage to that county has been tmaginafy. 
In 1911, when the reformatory farm was 
bought, the assessed value of Napa's prop- 
erty was $15,500,390; in 1916 it was $17.- 
968,668. The presence of 100 or 200 picked 
men struggling for a chance to reform is 
not a menace to the property or the peace 
of the people of Napa, any more than the 
presence of a State lunatic asylum there ts 
a menace to their sanity. It would be a 
cruel mistake for the State ta undo the 
beneficent work it has so well begun by 
abolishing the State Reformatory Farm.

A German Sunset. 
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ALOONS AND BOOZE—THPEF VICE OF 
DIRECT LEGISLATION. 

Through the defeat of the Rominger 
anti-saloon bill and the devitalization of the 
Ashley saloon and cafe regulation bill the 
last hope of a sane regulation of the liquor 
traffic by the present Legislature is dead. 
The result will probably be that three or 
four initiative amendments will be pre- 
sented by the contending fagtions at the 
next general election. There will be a 
confusion of terms and interpretations sim!- 
lar to that of last year and, in the end, ail 
will be beaten. 

California’s experience during the last six 
years has tended to demonstrate that, when 
direct legislation is joined to legislation 
through representatives, the result is no 
legislation at all. The sentiment of the 
electorate of California, as expressed in the 
last two general elections, is unfavorable 
to absolute prohibition. A spirit of toler 
ance has been evinced towards those who 
would use beer and light wines as a bev- 
erage. There is a disposition to encourage 
rather than to confiscate the grape and hop 
industries of the State. The preponder- 
ance of public opinion is for regulating 
the saloons out of existence but not for 
absolute prohibition. This was in process 
of being accomplished in a gradual and sat- 
isfactory manner when direct legislation 
was introduced. But since that time all 
has been chaos. 

Legislation by fanatics has replaced rep 
resentative legislation. Those who favor a 
“bone-<iry” State have lobbied against 
saloon and cafe regulation in the Legisla 
ture, against Sunday and midnight closing, 
lest these reforms should delay the mi 
lennium of their dreams when the manufac- 
ture and consumption of any beverage con- 
taining alcohol shall be penalized. There 
has been no time during the last three ses- 
sions of the Legislature when a midnight 
and Sunday closing act could not have 
passed the Legislature if the advocates 
of prohibition had supported it. A Dill 
was introduced in the present Legislature 
forbidding the sale of whisky and brandy 
and limiting the per cent. of alcohol in 
wines; but the dry forces refused to sup- 
port it unless the absolute closing of sa- 


loons should be included. 


But the proposal to close saloons while 
permitting restaurants and cafes to sell 
liquor by the glass awakened opposition 
from many of the most ardent advocates of 
temperance, among whom are thousands of 
members of the W.C.T.U. Their objection 
was not without merit. To close the 
saloons while restaurants and cafes remain 
open, they alleged, is but to add to the 
immorality traceable to the liquor traffic. 
To close the only places where men drink 
alone and to encourage those where there 
is mixed drinking of the sexes cannot be 
supported as a moral issue. Women and 
girls are not debauched and seduced in 
saloons. This was the potent weakness of 
the Rominger bill, the fault that caused its 
collapse, 

Obviously the only alternative was severe 
regulation of both saloon and cafe, a rercu- 
lation that would close the dive. Umit the 
number of saloons and render secret drink- 
ing impossible in the gilded palaces. A 
medium for such regulation was offered by 
the Ashley bill, drafted by the Callfornta 
Grape Association. But the “dry” forces 
in the Legislature would have nothing to 
do with it: thelr ery was ant!i-saloon or 
nothing, They got nothing. As a “sop” 
to the dry forces, the ardent liquor mem- 
bers of the Assembly took all the stine out 
of the Ashley bill and then passed it There 
is a provisicn for Sunday and mildnicht 
closing, but it is rendered tnoperative be 
cause no penalty is attached. 

Dives will continue to flourish in many 


populous sections of California: women 
and giris will be seduced after being plied 
with drugged liquor in disreputable cafes. 
Workmen will spend their “day of rest” 


and their week's pay drinking in Saloons. 


And while all this a in progress the “bone 
drys” and the anti-saloon advocates will 
eavil over the form of initiative amend- 
ment to be placed on the 1918 ballot. The 
most powerful ally of the keeper of the 
saloon dive and the disreputable cafe is 
that imported governmental device, direct 
legislatiog. 


UGGESTED CABINET CHANGES, 

President Wilson will make himself 
exceedingly popular with the American 
people if he will adopt the suggestion of 
Senator Smith of Michigan and appoint a 
coalition cabinet to embrace both Demo 
crates and Republicans. 

Either Senator Lodge of Massachovsetts 
or Elihu Root of New York, or Senator 
Knox of Pennsylvania, or ex-President Taft 
Is “fit to be the premier in any Cabinet in 
the world,” and it is no reflection on the 
ability or the patriotism of Secretary Lan- 
sing to suggest that he would be useful as 
Secretary of War in place of the in- 


Cumbent, who has never been forgiven by 
the American people for characterizing the 


soldiers who followed Washineton to Val- 
ley Forge as “drunken thieves.” 

A Republican naval officer as Secretary 
of the Navy in place of incompetent and 
meddlesome Josephus Dantels would be a 
desirable change. It will be remembered 
that President McKinley, during the war 
with Spain, called into service men of all 
political parties. “Henceforth with me, 
politics to the winds,” said Senator Smith. 
“Factionalism, discord and  sectionaliem 
will be unknown in my heart and mind. If 
I know the high character and purpose of 
the President he will know no party, no 
faction of his countrymen, in this trying 
time.” 

The members of the House of Represent- 
atives are considering the formation of a 
non-partisan committee to be known of- 
ficially as “The Committee on the Conduct 
of the War.” Party lines were broken 
down completely in the vote for war. Demo- 


| erate and Republicans who favored the 


declaration are apparently convinced that 
such a committee would facilitate greatly 
the progress of war legislation. 

The possible need for such a committee 
was made evident last week through the 
disclosure that the reference of the war 
budget of $3,500,000,000 to the Appropria- 
tion Committee instead of the Military Af. 
faire = Committee, met with disapproval 
from the members of the latter committee. 

There is already a conflict between the 
Foreign Affairs Committee and the 
Judiciary Committee in connection with 
espionage bille. Some of these measures 
have been reported to the House by the 
Judiciary Committee, while at the some 
time the Foreign Affairs Committee has 
charge of other bills of the same general 
nature on which they are preparing to 
make report. 

A Committee on the Conduct of the War 
would be useful as a go-between from Con- 
gress to the President.

TUDENTS GIVE TO 
HELP PRISONERS. 


LARGE FUND FOR Y.M.C.A.’S 
WAR CAMP WORK. 


More than Hundred and Fifty 
Thousand Dollars Contributed to 
Cause by College People—Good 
Work Carried on in Europe, 
Egypt and Mesopotamia. 


More than $150,000 of the $1,000,- 
000 fund accumulated by the Y.M. 
C. A. of this country for the continu- 
ance of its social welfare work 
among the European war prisoners 
was contributed by colleeg students, 
according to an official report from 
New York that reached the Los An- 
geles T. u. C. A. yesterday. 

Students of Wesleyan University 
gave $4700 for the association work 
among the soldiers, which consists 
of social, educational, recreational 
and religious activities conducted by 
trained American secretaries. The 
University of Minnesota student body 
contributed $3500; St. Paul School, 
$5700; Yale, $8000; Ohio State, $3200. 
Many other colleges where the op- 
portunity was presented responded 
with equally liberal amounts. 

Princeton students not only gave 
$16,000, it is said, toward this move- 
ment, but sixty of them offered — 
selves for service. Twenty of them 
were taken. There are now more 
than 100 American secretaries em- 
ployed in Y.M.C.A. work in the 
camps of Europe, Egypt and Meso- 
potamia. 

Within two weeks after the arrival 
of one secretary in a prison camp of 
10,000 men, he had organized educa- 


tional classes with 1700 men enrolled, 


and was conducting every other 
Phase of association activity on the 
scale of a city association. This same 
sort of work is said to be duplicated 
in hundreds of prison camps spread 
throughout Russia, Germany, Italy, 
France and Austria.

AFFECT RIGHTS 
OF THE UNBORN 


Dangerous Precedents Feared 
in Torrens Act Case. 


Curious Twist of California 
Las Revesled Here. 


Pxobate Proceedings Watched 
with Keen Interest. 


One of the strangest of many 
curious situations that have arisen 
in the local courts in connection 
with the operation of the Torrens 
land law of California is about to 
be aired in probate proceedings in 
this county, The case appears on the 
calendar merely as a petition by 
Horace Donnell, as administrator 
for John Wesley Hunt, deceased, to 
register certain property formerly 
owned by the latter under the Tor- 
rens system in the names of John 
Wesley Hunt, Jr., and Carl W. Hunt, 
sons of the decedent. There are 
conditions attached to the action, 
however, which will cause it to be 
watched ‘with careful attention by 
members of the legal fraternity, and 
which may throw entirely new light 
on the Torrens law and its alleged 
weaknesses. 

The records to date show that the 
father of the two men in whom it is 
now sought to vest the property at 
issue deeded the lands to John Wes- 
ley Hunt, Jr., as a life estate, the 
stipulation being made that it should 
pass upon the latter's death in fee 
simple to this son's children. This 
was recorded June 26, 1914, 
more than two years before the 
elder Hunt's death, which occurred 
last October. The father, it is un- 
derstood, left no will, and the estate 
is now in course of settlement. This, 
in brief, is declared to have been 
the situation when Mr. Donnell re- 
cently sought to have the property 
registered in fee simple in the two 
sons of the decedent. 

John Wesley Hunt, Jr., to whom 
his father desired should go the in- 
come from the property affected, 
and in whose offspring it was ap- 
parently intended should eventually 
be vested the title to the lands, is a 
widower without children and lives 
in New York City. His brother, a 
resident of Los Angeles, has rooms 
at the local T. MC. A. building. The 
father was a long-time resident of 
this city. ‘ 

In the petition to register the 
lands tn fee simple in the two sons 
the administrator makes the request 
that a guardian be appointed for 
the. unborn children named in the 


This proceed- 
ing is apparently provided for in 
the Torrens law, which says that the 
court upon petition by gee 


nonexistent offspring. 


for registration of land ap- 
point a disinterested person to act 
as guardian ad litem for minors and 
other persons under disability, and 
for all persons not in being who 
may appear to have any interest in 
or lien upon the land.” 

If the proceedings prove valid 
and the petition is successful, it is 
declared by a prominent local at- 
torney, who has made a study of the 
Torrens law, the case, regardless of 
its own individual merits, may es- 
tablish a precedent that will seri- 
ously threaten the property inter- 
ests of minors and unborn children 
in this State. The case, according 
to the same attorney, will also have 
an interest for other States, which 
are considering the adoption of Tor- 
rens systems planned after that in 
California, as the courts for cen- 
turtes have been solicitous about the 
inchoate rights of the unborn.

OWENYO JUMPS 
INTO A WORLD RECORD 


With Resident Population 


“City” of Owens Valley is Busiest Place Per Capita on 
the Globe — Fifteen Million Pounds of Freight Per 
Month Mark it Hangs up to Shoot At.

| Never heard of Owenyo? It's up 
above the head of Owens Lake, 
where the Southern Pacific from 


this city Via Mojave and that com- 
pany’s prehistoric Keeler-Mina nar- 
row-gauge line come together like 
the bright present and the mossy 
past. Six years ago it was a one- 
man point, which means that he 
transferred all the freight and wore 
red-top boots for the whole com- 
munity. He had ample time to sit 
in the shade and smoke cigarettes, 
too. Now times have changed, even 
if the narrow-gauge hasn't. 

Today about fifty men are trans 
ferring freight at the rate of 15,000, 
000 pounds per month and the traffic 
is increasing so rapidly that they 
can't keep up with it by working ten 
hours a day. This year’s total, ac- 
cording to official estimates, will be 
200,000,000 pounds, or 100,000 tons. 
The value in dollars would be a stag- 
gering figure. The revenue to the 
carrier is immense. 

The company hires about all the 
men who come along, and is now ar- 
ranging with this city’s power bureau 
for electric light so it can put on a 
night shift and thus double its 
forces. Water also is to be piped 
from a canyon four miles distant. 
Yes, Owenyo is rushed. Prosperity 
is almost engulfing it. Los Angeles 
is largely respensible for its activity 
for, aside from ores, practically all 
the freight is for or from the me- 
tropolis—the trading between here 
and the Owens Valley. Just plain 
business, that’s all, but a « in- 
dex to Southern California develop- 


ment. 
EARTH'S HEAVY HAUL 
In addition to the general condi- 
tions which make for heavy com- 
merce, the rich mines of Inyo, par- 
ticularly those about Keeler and 
Darwin, stimulated by the high met- 


als prices, are making enormous 
lead, zinc and silver shipmentse— 
approximately fifty narrow - gauge 
cars daily. This is the equivalent 
of a dozen standard cars. It takes 
men fully half an hour to shovel and 
wheel the ore from one of the little 
flat cars across the platform into a 
large box vehicle, and it is genuine 
labor. Ordinarily the capacity of 
the former is 20,000 pounds and the 
latter four times as much. The min- 
eral goes to Utah and Kansas for 
smelting. 

Other freight out of the Owens 
Valley aggregates ten toy cars daily, 
with an occasiona] run of fifteen to 
twenty cars of cattle, and sometimes 
half as many sheep or hogs for the 
local market. Los Angeles consign- 
ments to the valley are at least five 
standard cars a day, mainly for 
Bishop and Keeler. Owenyo is hum- 
ming because everything must be 
transferred there, but even the hum- 
ming doesn’t prevent congestion, cuss 
words and delay. 

Passengers, of whom about fifty 
are carried through the junction 
daily, complain bitterly about slow 
trains, hours of waiting anywhere, 
failure to make connections, lack of 
modern accommodations; and riding 
in coaches mixed with stock cars, 
for which the fare is 5 cents a mile. 
The Bishop Chamber of Commerce, 
with Inyo county and the valley sup- 
porting it, is now preparing a com- 
plaint to the State Railroad Commis- 
sion, and these and other grievances 
will be threshed out before that 
body. 

Owenyo prides itself on doing much 
with litle equipment. The narrow- 
gauge has only one track (platform) 
1100 feet long, while the standard 
has one storage and one platform 
track of the same length, together 
with a long 1. There isn’t a third 
rail and not even a switch engine, 
but the locomotive of a freight train 
operated between Keeler and Laws, 
sixty-nine miles, is sometimes em- 
ployed for that purpose. Between, 
the narrow and standard tracks are 
two platforms over which every bit 
of freight its shoved, d 
wheeled or carried, and here is 4 
scene of animation. 

There is a single cattle transfer 
chute and this ts accredited to the 
inventive ingenuity of Supt. F. M. 
Worthington of Bakersfield. Through 
this chute, perhaps four feet wide, 
every one of the cattle, horses, sheep 
and hogs shipped out of the valley 


form in this little wooden lane. The 
lively hands at Owenyo say they can 
load a standard car, twenty-six head, 
from two narrow-gauge cars in fif- 
teen minutes, but this claim is con- 
troverted by many passengers who 
have languished and fumed hour 
after hour pending such transfers 
and then missed connection at Mo- 


jave. 
It costs money, this transferring. 
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Owenyo and its amazing activities. 

Here a hundred men are shifting a hundred thousand tons of freight this 
year, while six years ago one man wasn't crowded taking care of all 
the business alone. Mining activity and generally good conditions are

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HE California First District of 
Congress of Mothers and Par- 


ent-Teacher Association held a 
most enthusiastic convention Thurs- 
day and Friday, and their speakers 
all contributed to problems which 
these organizations are appropriately 
interested in. 

Mies Orfa Jean Shonts, referee of 
the Juvenile Court, gave them an 
enlightening discourse upon the 
modern girl and her influence on 
the society of today. She felt so 
acutely that the home conditions 
were responsible for so much of the 
delinquency and cited the various 
kinds of mothers, who can, all too 
innocently, be blamed for the sorrow 
that detfalls their little daughters. 
There is the hard-working mother 
who has not the time to be watch- 
ful, the careless, easy-going mother, 
the too-indulgent mother, or the 
mother who does not trouble to un- 
derstand her child. The nagging, 
impatient mother can do as much 
harm as the viscious mother, but in 
any case, the trouble can almost al- 
Ways be traced to home conditions. 

She gave some vivid figures. For 
instance, there are 670 girls on pro- 
bation in Los Angeles county at the 
present time. Miss Shonts believes 
in probation and the work of the 
ton women probation officers, and 
declares that 85 per cent. of the girls 
make good under these conditions, 
who would otherwise be sent to in- 
stitutions.

FRANCE TEACHING CRIPPLES 
TO FARM WITH GASOLINE, 


Competent Men are Sent Out to 
Run Farm Tractors to Help Pass 


‘A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDEACE, 

TROYES (France) March 30.— 
What is called a “Motor Culture” 
school is beginning at Chapelle- 
Saint-Luc, just outside of Troyes. 
It inaugurated a new era in French 
agriculture. On the movement de- 
pends, perhaps, the solution of a 
grave food crisis that France cer- 
tainly has before her. 

Fifty army nurses of the older 
classes are there, teaching mained 
soldiers to run automobile plows 
and other traction implements of 
every sort. In four crews, the 
pupils in turn drive the tractors in 
the field, learn repair work at the 
forge and the principle of the mo- 
tor in a series of lectures. As soon 
as they are able to repair a broken 
part as well as drive a motor ef- 
ficiently, they are placed at the dis- 
posal of the Mechanical Cultivat- 
ing Commission and assigned to 
one of the farming centers that has 
been provided with motor imple- 
ments for the common use of the 
farmers of the neighborhood, 

This is only one of a number of 
similar schools in France. At 
Ondeas, Bordeaux, Grenoble, Grignon 
and Noisy le Grand, also, maimed 
farmers an farm laborers, who 
comprise 60 per cent. of the total 
of soldiers who have suffered 
amputation, are being retrained for 
the new method of farming. 

The purpose is to prepare the 
mutilated soldiers to take up their 
old profession, if possible, or an- 
other if physical disability pre- 
vents. 

The experience of the schoo! at 
Chapelle-Saint-Luc tends to show 
that the use of tools appropriate to 
work that interests the patient is 
far more effective in relieving and 
curirg ankylosis due to wounds 
than any of the special mechanical 
appliances. Many a mechanic who 
dreamed of country life before the 
war is limbering up his muscles in 
learning to handle farm imple- 
ments; on the other hand, many a 
farmer who had lost interest in his 
calling is losing the stiffness of his 
joints by the manipulation of the 
tools of the cabinet maker and 
mechanic. 

Basket-making is a favorite trade 
adopted here on the edge of the 
Champagne wine country where the 
great demand for champagne 
baskets keeps these war apprer tices 
busy. Locksmiths, tinsmiths, horse- 
shoers, blacksmiths, and  shoe- 
makers, also are turned out by these 
establishments. 

The maimed drivers of motor 
farm machines graduated here win 
engage in a contest at Grignon in 
April, for which the government 
has provided 50,000 francs in prizes 
for motor plowing, harrowing, ete. 
Other prize cortests will be ar- 
ranged in the vicinity of the other 
schools of this sort to encourage

The girl 
is spirit, and she represents love, de- 
votion and courage. 

Another triangle is the concept of 
society with labor and wealth at the 
ease and their point of identity for 
the moment in the visualization of 
the author at the acute angle. 

Every photoplay is designed to 
bring us realization. Back of this 
are love, hope and purpose as at- 
tributes and dominant traits of per- 
sonalities. 

Probably the clearest thought 
form for the photoplay is the goal, 
the starting place and the way be- 
tween. Of course, imagination en- 
ters at every angie. This embraces 
the action that is In the mind and 
releases the whole slumbering 
volcano of men and worlds and the 
illimitable potency of creature and 


idea. 
For instance, a man m be git- 
ting in a Pullman. caf. ere is 


little action to this, yet the richness 
of the author's mind may give us 
such a picturization of what the 
man in the car is seeing and think- 
ing that we have here the.making of 

many vivid scenes, 

Where the author begins and ends 
as the instrumentality through 
which the cosmic mind is expressed 
and through which lite flows as 
clear water through an unobstructed 
ehannel, can scarcely be determined. 
Surely there & a point at which 


the author's 9 f unity en- 
ters, at which there is a “yielding up 
of self to the great purpose, the 
swallowing up of personal vision in 
that effulgent light that shines for 
all and through all that, in the end, 
there may be sight. 

This vision should intensify the 
writer's intelligent control, Instead 
of bringing him to confusion, and 
where it does so it becomes the 
purest inspiration and the surest 
way to the sound and the uplifting. 

Given this foothold upon the 
granite of the basic and what pre- 
cedes is with authority and must 
pass unchallenged, must be accept- 
able to both the conscious and the 
unaroused, because of its inherency.

Matthew Arnold once gave a long 
and beautiful preachment on “Sweet- 
ness and Light,” and convinced us 
all how lamentably short was the 
Anglo-Saxon race in either of these 
highly-desirable things. His ami- 
able sermon, like most sermons, was 
concerned with ethics and morals, 
and touched heavily on manners, 
paying not much attention to art. 
Art, indeed, and especially the art 
of this troubled twentieth century, 
has very little to do with sweetness 
and a great deal to do with light. 
In the terse idiom of the day “we 
have no use for the saccharine or 
overpretty in painting. But, as I 
pointed out last week. we do need 
and we do desire light, and then 
more light. We are so avid of high 
illumination that we sometimes force 
the poor little tube of zinc-white be- 
yond ts utmost ! — we would 
storm the very gates of the sun-— 
and the results are lamentable 
enough, chalk, piled on chalkiness. 
“Nokes outdares Stokes in azure 
feats.” 

Our avoidance of the sweetly- 
pretty is to be highly commended, 
but why need we, as we often do, 
rush headlong into “the howling 
Charybdis below,” into the devastat- 
ing jaws of the hideously ugly? Is 
there no path for the modern artist 
to tread .without meeting the one 
danger or the other? 

Happily there is such a safe path 
for sane artists, and happily almost 
all the men and women of the Cali- 
fornia Art Club, as exampled in the 
present spring exhibition at Exposi- 
tion Park, have wisely chosen it. If, 
now and again, one of them does 
take a step aside, he does not stray 
far enough away for (let us hope 
and believe) ultimate redemption. 
But it must not be forgotten that 
the search for light may plunge 
the unwary searcher into outer dark- 
ness. 
The exhibits of seventeen artist 
painters and sculptors—were briefly 
commented on last week, and this 
week I shall mention the works of 
twenty more, reserving the remaip- 
ing twenty for next week. I trust 
the three slices will be nicely fitted 
together by my readers themselves 
for the scrapbooks that they, of 
course, keep. You will find that the 
value of my remarks is increased 
when you’ disagree with me, a8 I 
hope you often do. 

Two sculptors are on my list to- 
day—Casper Gruenfeld, with a finely- 
characterized portrait bust of Dr. 
Frank C. Clark and with a study of 
a woman's head, also in the round, 
that has the spiritual repose of a 
Psyche, and Beulah May, whose 
“Portrait of My Father” is a sketch 
handied with much tenderness, re- 
minding us, as it does, of some of 
the portraits of Ruskin. 

The two canvases from the brush 
of Ben Foster, whose permanent stu- 
dio is in New York, but who comes 
to Los Angeles very often, are east- 
ern in subject, and are much better 
than most of this artist's western 
things. Juicy, tawny hues are found 
in “Twilight in the New England 
Hills,” and in “Summer Woods” we 
note very beautiful painting of slen- 
der tree trunks seen against a pale 
yellow horizon light, the green foli- 
age of the trees being lush and 
“woodsy.” A dryer brush is wielded 
by C. A. Fries in “Balboa Park in 
Winter,” brownish pinks and dull 
greens that hold a sort of bluish sur- 
face bloom. ‘The foreground euca- 
lyptus trees are well constructed, and 
the sky, saffron melting into light 
red, is in perfect mony with the 
rest of the color scheme. 

From J. Duncan Gleason we have 
a poetic pastoral] and what we may 
call an outdoor genre. The pas-

CANADIAN LOYALTY, 


Nearly Five Per Cent. of the Popu- 
lation Has Enlisted for War. 
{Detroit Free Press] A brief 

dispatch from Ottawa gives inci- 


dentally the total enlistment in 
Canada for the European War, put- 
ting the figures at 387,409. his 
Includes the enroliment of the last 
week or two, which is said to have 
been showing a renewed inclination 
among the Dominion’s people to 
offer their services for overseas 
fighting, a change in tendency that 
evoked the dispatch mentioned. 

The enlistment of 387,409 is fair- 
ly amazing when all the facts are 
considered. It is 4.7 per cent. of 
the whole population, and at the 
game ratio of enlistment from Great 
Britain and Ireland would have 
been by this time 3,750,000. 
Few estimates of the British con- 
tribution to Allied forces put the 
number as high as 4,000,000. 
All these estimates take in the 
colonial contributions. If R 
ures are a guide, the colonials in 
Canada are more loyal to the em- 
pire than are the inhabitants of the 
motherland itaelf. 

It does not lessen the compara- 
tive impressiveness of the Canadian 
and British enlistments to bring in 
Irish indifference to the war. for

| Quebec offsets it. The French 
province has given much less than 
ite prorated share to the Canadian 
contingents and it represents about 
a quarter of the Dominton's popula- 
tion. If the reckoning of relative 
enlistments to exclude’ tireland, 
Quebec should also be excluded and 
then the Canadian showing would 
be even more remarkable. 

The percentage would mean that 
in the United States an army of al- 
most five millions would be recruit- 
ed by voluntary act. Certainly, that 
would be a wonderful fact, if it ever 
should be realized. Could we safely 
expect 56,000,000 Americans to 
leave their daily routine and expose 
themselves to the discomforts and 
dangers of trench warfare for their 
country? But the Canadians have 
done it for a distant ideal; they 
are fighting for an empire which 
has its focus in a little island 40600 
miles across the ocean.

intention at the heart of it. 
Genius never motivates without pur- 
pose. It crystallizes, takes form and 
aim, and then soars| upward and 
beyond—marvelously beyond all ma- 
terial barriers, and ugually beyond 
comprehension. We observe genius 
and are acutely conscious of it, but 


we rarely understand it. How 
should we? 

In the geniue of the great Fritz 
Kreisler there is something of the 
unconecious child, wielding an in- 
strument the power of which it 
scarcely realizes. There is none of 
the cocksure virtuoso about. him; 
none of that objectionable sense of 
importance which characterizes most 
great virtuosi. Kreisler is aware 
that his art is greater than he is; 
that he is the vessel chosen to con- 
tain the divine fluid. As a younger 
man I believe that he was not cer- 
tain of the responsibility attaching 
to hie gift; he played because he 
wanted zo, but suddenly he found 
a musical world at his feet, and an 
expectant public faithful to him and 
fully believing in him and no man 
can resist the temptation to live up 
to the great things which are ex- 
pected of him, so it is that Kreisler 
comes to us year after year, always 
incredibly bigger than he was be- 
fore. 

As a man Kreisler’s friends find 
him splendid and unstinting in his 
loyalty and the most lovable of 
companions. The war has brought 
out the human qualities in him, as 
it has in everyone who has any 
quality at all.

He has a basso can- 
tate voice of fine quality, a broad 
culture and, above all, a keen in- 
tellect. He expresses in his music 
all our latent aspirations. Our love 
for justice, our seeking for beauty 
and our tnherent democracy. War- 
lich ie himself a Democrat, and a 
citizen of the United States. He 
was born in Petrograd, where his 
father was director of the Imperial 
Orchestra, and his studies were 
made in the capitals of Germany, 
France and Italy. Warlich had a 
great success in opera, but for rea- 
sone worth quoting he left the stage 
for the purpose of interpreting songs 
in recital.

secret of the great enjoyment we 
feel in hearing Warlich sing is that 
his talents are rounded, inclusive, 
and of a broad scope.

words of a song are as important 
as the music. He is a student of 
poetry and philosophy, and thus he 
is a truly great interpreter. Even 
Schubert may be said to have failed 
in some cases notably “The Eri- 
king,” to feel the sense of the 
poem. thereby wasting fine musical 
ideas. Many singers would make 
as fine an impression singing 4 
song in an unintelligible language 
as they do in our own tongue, 60 
slight is the attention they give to 
the verbal meanings. They are, for 


| the most part, too concerned with 


their own “tone-production.” One 
longs to forget the singer in the 
song, but not often is it permitted 
us. Louis Graveure was criticised 
recently by a local critle for singing 
with his eyes shut. (As a matter of 
fact, he aid not. I personally ex- 
changed many a glance with him, 
but that is neither here nor there.) 
It would be a fine thing if we should 
listen with our eyes shut, and for- 
get everything but the song. On 
the other hand, I am not sure that 
Graveure’s Christ-like head and face 
and his velvet jacket detracted from 
the beauty of his singing. 

The programme, which Warlich 
and Kreisler will give is, of course 
a conscious art form in itself. It 
is arranged with particular regard 
for form, just as opera is (or should 
be) or as any other production of 
art is presented. Form is one of 
the first essentials of beauty, and 
hitherto our recitals have been con- 
spicuous for their lack of it. First 
on the programme comes a group 
of Schumann, then Brahms, with 
the beloved “Wie bist du Meine 
Konigen;” two Robert Franz songs 
with a group of Hugo Wolf and one 
of Richard Strauss complete the 
first part. The second part is made 
up of early and modern French 
songs, inciuding fulk-songs of the 
seventeenth century, and conclud- 
ing with two songs of Debussy, “Le 
Faune” and Mandoline.“ Part 
3 will be made up of early Eng- 
lish and Scotch songs. three of them 
arranged by Kreisler. Part 
contains Russian songs, modern and 
folk. All will be sung in the lan 
guages of the different countries 
and need more be done to give us 
ineffable delight? 

In the comprehensiveness of War- 
lich’s choice there is some hint of 
his universality. Born in Russia. 
educated in Germany, and his home 
in France, Warlich's heart is with 
humanity. When the war broke out 
he found himself not in a fighting 
spirit with anybody. So it was that 
he came to drive an ambulance in 
France until recently, when he came 
to America. Strange it is that out 
of tyrannical Russia came so many 
evidences of the love for humanity 
of which Tolstol was the great ex- 
pression. And vet it is the most 
natural result of an uhnatural 
cause. Just as a lovely.tily springs 
from rank and stagnant water, 80 
does the spirit of love pervade the 
cruel ‘country of the Czar. But

trast, sudden enough to jolt, sup- 
posedly, the poor unenlightened au- 
dience out of the sleep into which 
the more subtle songs have caused 
them to fall! One song may be 
quiet, the next must be hilarious in 
the extreme, and so keep everybody 
happy. Thue does the average sing- 
er argue, and as it has been, in days 
happily past, the custom of the au- 
diences of this city to applaud the 
high notes and the trills, the singer 
is acarcely to be blamed for his 
methods. That many singers ar- 
range their programme with the in- 
tention of appealing to living com- 
posers who are prepared to re- 
munerate them is, of course, respon- 
sible in a measure for the failure. 
artistically, of the usual recital; but 
that sort of piracy has no place in 
a discuasion upon the art of Rein- 
hold Warlich.

ACRAMENTO, April i11.— Sac- 
ramento enjoys the unique dis- 
tinction of being “delightfully 
wicked.”

The Shot That Wounded Napotcon. 
{indianapolis News:] There now 
rests in the Paris Musee the grape- 
shot ball which struck Napoleon be- 
fore Ratisbon, April 23, 180%. The 
bullet, which caused but a trifing 
flesh wound, was picked up by an 
officer and treasured by him and his 
descendants, until one finally gave 
it to the institution where ft ls now 
on view.

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HOEVER alleges that the ma- 
jority of our present-day ar- 
tists, writers, versifiers, paint- 

ers and musicians, especially sing- 
ers, are human is in the same cate- 
gory with him who holds that most 
of the inmates of our insane asylums 
ere sane. The State Lunacy Com- 
mission eventually will pass on the 
case of the latter, while ff the form- 
er is not already a member of the 
so-called (and usually self-styled) 
“artistic” element of the community, 
the tncipiency is so incipient as to 
become analogous, 

The word human is, of course, 
used colloguially and is not to be 
confused with ahthropoOlogical term- 
inology. Despite the doubt cast by 
the kindly disguise of modern 
clothes, it ts probabie that most of 
the artistic set have long since lost 
their tails. But “human” is to be 
understood to mean the same broad, 
brotherly fellowship and sympa- 
thetic understanding of common 
ambitions and aspirations 
as is implied im the designation of 
one who is obviously a Caucasian as 
“a first-class white man.” 

The reason the artiet ts so set 
apart from his fellow ia not hard 
to define and ie deplorable only in 
that the tsolation which exists tas, 
whether consciously or not, a self- 
imposed limitation on the fullest 
development of the artist himself. 
The true artist creates the beaut!- 
ful for the sensatory gratification of 
others; and the more nearly he ap- 
proaches cbjective mediums in his 
accomplishment, seo much closer does 
he come to the standard of humans. 
I realize that this definition places 
the cook who gratifies our taste, the 
inventor of a shower-bath (if yoy 
like them) and the concoctor of @ 
subtle and appealing perfume, with- 
in the realm of the artistic, which 
undoubtedly will horrify those whe 
create for and recetve impressions 
only through the visua] and auditory 
apparati. but the statement § is, 
nevertheless, equally true of these. 

The sovlptor and painter of the 
older recognized schools applies his 
subjective genius to and through 
an objective medium: clay, marble, 
canvas, paint; and creates an ob- 
jective impression in the form of 
e figure of painting which reacts 
objectively and then subjectively on 
the senses of the beholder. To the 
extent that this is true are there 
artists human. And ao it is with 
the writer end versifier and musi- 
cian, who create objectively, the 
former two ignoring, or at least 
cautiousiy employing the figments 
and fancies of exclusively “fine” 
writings and basing their abstract 
deductions upon concrete, tangible 
occurrences with allowance for 
whatever modifying circumetances 
there may be. thus approaching the 
truth relatively through’ the appli- 
cation and modification, re-appli- 
cation and further modification of 
these abstract deductions from con- 
crete sources. This is equally true 
of the musician who makes his aud! 
tory appeal objectively, that is 
through a medium other than hie 
own voice, and subject to the ob- 
vious limitations of the art. <Ae for 
those who are constitutionally and 
temperamentally true singers. these 
cannot under ann circumstances de 
considered human. 

The reason for this is that the 
singer. in his art, e self-contained 
ana does not or should not depend 
upon extraneous, objective devices 
for his effect. The singer's efforts 
during the development and attain- 
ment of his art are centéred wholly 
and solely upon himeelf which is, in 
effect. phyechic masturbation finding 
ite analogy in imagist schools of 
‘painting and poetry, other so-called 
modern schools of pointing and 
eculpture, and certain forms of writ- 
ing in both prose and verse which 
may be designated ag subjective 
rather than objective. Of all arts 
the singer's te the most subjective 
in its development, echieverent and 
manifestation, and appeals most di- 
réectiy to the subconscious entity of 
the auditor.

In these direct-to-the-consumer, 
factory-efficiency, scient!fic-manage- 
ment days, short cuts in art are to 
be expected, but it is in the attempt 
to accomplish thie that.we find the 
reason for the de-humanising, the 
unhumanness of the majority of our 
modern artiste of whatever 
An appeal from the subjective mind 
of one man to the subjective mind 
ef another man Js an abnormality 
clothing ttself in androgynal aberra- 
tions, which afe as perverting to the 
recipient as is the proverbial one 
bad apple in a barrel of good ones. 

The futurist painter permits his 
subjective (hie emotional self) free 
hand. The result is an emotional 
fantasy, which cannot be objectively 
interpreted and whose appeal ties 
only in tte stimulus to the eubjective 
entity of the beholder, thus eliminat- 
ing completely that mighty wheel of 
objective sensibility in both artist 
and apectator, Consequently, unless 
our peychology is wide of the mark, 
the creator of a futurist painting ts 
not human as we understand the 
word, He is, on the contrary, de- 
humanised, unhuman, or to put it

briefly—crazy. At the same time, 
the one who views this creation does 
so objectively and is unappreciative, 
unstimulated, or he is enthusiastic, 
which is sufficient evidence that sub- 
Jective-to-subjective contact has 
been made and the spectator auto- 
matically places himeelf in the same 
class with the artist. 

And so it is with the imagist and 
certain other forms of verse. Any 
properly qualified pheycho-analysist 
can tell one some interesting inside 
details of the personality of these 


writers, for the that their 
writings are in the ves paycho- 
analysis of the authors. Some re- 


markable effects have been secured 
through this form of paycho- 
therapeutics, chiefly in the uncover- 
ing of sex repreasions, but here as 
elsewhere for salutary results, the 
experiment or tion should be 
conduetéed objectively. And this is 
just what the professional peycho- 
ana lysist does and what the writer 
of imagiet verse does not do. 

In prying into the below-tive- 
threshold consciousness of a sub- 
ject, the pseycho-analyst ia at all 
times objective in his metheda 
Hypnotism has no place in this work. 
The physician skillfully questions the 
subject that a ling ot thought may 
be suggested, which will cause the 
patient te delve objectively into his 
own and thus 
through hie repiies uncover and re- 
move the repressive influences en- 
gendered by ignorance and conven- 
tion-perverted thinking. It then re- 
maine te show the patient obtec- 
tively and convincingly that that 
which he considered @ criterion of 
morality is, in truth. a perversion 
of deals, fostered by puritanical. 
nasty-nice decency. This done & 
cure is effected nine times out of 


ten. 

It tf to be noted, however, that 
the mental contact between physician 
and patient is at all times objective, 
while the reverse ie true between 
the author of imagiet and certain 
other subjective forme of verse, and 
the reader. In the writing of these 
we have the normal objective mind 
in almost complete abeyance and the 
author's soul (#0 far as we have 
been able to discover that he has a 
soul) spreads itself glaringly across 


the printed page in all of ite beauties, 
hideousities, its environment-créated

| perversions, together with the in- 
congruous, not to say ludicrous, in- 
consistencies, which are, perhaps, to 
be expected from an entity so sepa- 
rated from mundane affairs. What- 
ever consistency there is in this form 
of writing may be accounted for by 
the notable deductivity of the sub- 
jective mind, which has been dem- 
onstrated time and again with 
hypnotic subjects. Given a hypoth- 
esis and the individual, whose sub- 
jective entity is in ascendancy, wil! 
fabricate a truly remarkable sub- 
stantiative argument, which is no less 
noteworthy because fallacious, s0- 
phistical and purely deductive. 

And here, too, as with the futur- 
ist, the harm and danger lies in the 
attempted short cut and elimination 
of the objective. Uniess one is suffi- 
clently well versed and pleased to 
consider the authors of these forms 
of writing as subjects for psycho- 
analysis, but little is to be gained 
from the consideration of their writ- 
ings; while if one does so consider 
them, their productions are removed 
from the realm of the esthetic to 
that of the scientific.

Fed by Bugs. 
MANNA FROM HEAVEN. 


A Missionary Woman Declares the 
Food that Saved the Hebrews 
was only Hardened Sap 

and was Carried 
by Insects, 


[Seattle Times:] “And when the 
dew that lay was gone up, behold, 
upon the face ot the wilderness 
there lay a small, round thing, as 
small as the hoar frost on the 
ground. And the children of Israel 
saw it, and they said one to an- 
other. it is manna; for they wist 
not what it was. And Moses said 
unto them, this bread which the 
Lord hath given you to eat 
But some of them left it until morn- 
ing, and it bred worms, .. . 
and when the sun waxed hot, it 
meited.” Exodus, 16. 

It took a University of Kansas 
woman graduate, Mise Roxana 
Oldroyd, of Arkansas City, to prove 
that the Israelites were fed manna 
in the resert on their flight from 
Egypt—by bugs! 

Miss Oldroyd is now a missionary. 
Her interesting discovery was pub- 
lished to the world by Prof. W. R. 
Robertson of the zo-ological depart- 
ment of the university. 

First, trees made the mann 
that was already well known in 
scientific circles. 

Then, second, the bugs that were 
thereabouts waxed industrious and 
served it. 

The bugs in the case are Indian 
cousins of the American green hop- 
per. Their average length is three- 
quarters of an inch, the female be- 
ing larger than the male. The bugs 
are a pale green, These insects, Miss 
Oldroyd reports, have been observed 
to attack a tree in great numbers 
when hungry. The trees tn ques- 
tion oxcrete through the holes in 
their bark, made dy the Insecta, 
mall particles of sap, which after 
a short time, congeals in oblong 
formations on the outside of the 
bark. 

When Miss Oldroyd, on a vacation 
tramp through the northern hills in 
India, saw these small, round par- 
ticles attached to the sap-bearing 
trees, she tasted of them and found 
them palatable. A little probing 
soon convinced her that here was 
manna and the manner of its provi- 
sion. In thie she was supported by 
acientists, 

Until a later trip, however, the 
manner in which the manna was 
carried to the neighdboshood of the 
fleeing Israclites was unknown. 

However, Miss Oldroyd observed 
patientiy. She eventually surprised 
the insects in the act of flying away 
with the little bare of sap, or manna, 
and following in the wake of their 
fight, she found that the first thing 
a swarm of the insect would do, if 
they were frightened or met some- 
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thing strange in their path, would 
be to drop their manna. 

It is perfectly plain, now, say the 
learned scientists, supporting Prof. 
Robertson, td whom Miss Ojldroyd 
reported and sent two dead bugs 
and a sample of the manna they 
had been caught carrying away. A 
swarm of hoppers started from the 
forest with a load of manna, met the 
children of Israel and dropped their 
load. Moses was caught in the 
shower and called upon his follow- 
ers to eat thereof. 

The specimen of manna sent by 
Miss Oldroyd is four inches long and 
two inches thick. It is eweet to the 
taste and has the same food proper- 
tles as maple tree sap.

from the Father. Doctrinal and 
mystical—those are the words that 
still characterize the Russian church. 

Glimpees of “the grandeur that 
was Rome come to one as he looks 
upon the eastern church. Its primacy 
was, and is, at Constantinople, where 
Constantine the Great established 
the seat of the Roman Empire; and 
Where Roman civilization was con- 
served when the barbarians overran 
the city by the Tiber. In those 
days. as the Council of Nicea recog- 
mised. there were five patriarchs, 


or supreme heads, of the Christian 
church—-the bishops of Nome, Con- 
stantinople, Jerusalem, Antioch and 
Alexandria. Gradually the see 
of Rome claimed primacy, which 
the eastern church denied. To this 
day the four patriarchs of the Holy 
Orthodox Church reside at Con- 
stantinople, Jerusalem, Alexandria 
and Antioch. 

Belonging to what is called the 
eastern church, but not within the 
communion of the Holy Orthodox 
body. are the Gregorians, or Ar- 
menians; the Nestorians, the Jacob- 
ites, the Maronites, the Chaldeans, 
the Abyssinians, and the Copts. 

THD GRAND DIVISIONS. 

Even though there are a million 

members of the Holy Orthodox 


church in North America, the aver- 
age person in this country leaves 
them entirely out of his thinking up- 
on things religious. To the Amer 
can mind there are only two major 
groupings of Christians—-Protestants 
and Roman Catholics. 

In all the world, however, there 
are 272,860,000 Roman Catholics, 
171,600,000 Protestants and 120,- 
000,006 members of the eastern 
churches. , 

Between the Greeks and the Lat- 
Ins, as the two bodies are locally 
called, there are various divergen- 
cies, aside from the doctrinal one 
already named. The Holy Ortho- 
dox church requires its clergy and 
deacons to marry, but forbids a sec- 
ond wife. Bishops may not marry, 
nor monks, so the former always 
come from the monasteries. The 
priests are usually not well educated, 
but they have almost autocratic 

wer over the villagers. They wear 
ull beards and long hair. 

There are no images in Russian 
churches, but only icons, or holy 
pictures. The church “worships 
God, does homage to Mary, and rev- 
erences the icons,” which are found 
in homes, public buildings, steam- 
ships and even trains, as well as in 
churches. The church services have 
music by only male voices, without 
instruments. Except at Pentecost, 
the prayers are said standing, facing 
toward the East. People do not sit 
down tn church. 

NOW THE NEW ORDER. 


Theoretically, there has been re- 
ligious liberty in Russia, as shown 
by the presence of 13,000,000 Mos- 
lems, 1,000,000 Armenians, 11.000. 
600 Roman Catholics and 5,000,000 
Jews in the empire. Practically 
there has been a great deal of per- 
secution of dissenters. Now real 
tolerance has come, and the political 
power of the church will doubtless 
disappear. Whether disestablish- 
ment will follow remains to be seen. 
Certainly the prospects for universal 
Christian reunion are brighter, even 
though still remote. 

Religious leaders in this country 
who know. Russia declare that\the 
strength of democracy in the new 
order will be the sincere spirituality 
and simplicity of the Russian peo- 
ple. They practice the basic Chris- 
tian virtues, being kindly, gentle 
and brotherly. Next to the Hindus, 
the Russians are probably the most 
religious people. on earth. 

Pilgrimage and holy places bulk 
large in the Ruasien’s faith, Con- 
stantinople is the capital city of his 
faith. The return of the cross to 
the Mosque of St. Sophia is to him 
a religious passion: it was, and still 
is, the supreme objective of the war. 
He wents Constantinople, not for 


purposes of political dominance, but “The New Arabian Nights.”’ 


because of the déep-seated tradi- 
tions of his faith. Both Bulgaria 
and Greece will be profoundly at- 
fected by the Russian revolution, 
for they belong to the same church, 
which really means more to the 
average peasant than membership 
in his nation. 

The new Russia is to be made by 
an enlightened clergy, an educated 
peasantry, and the Spirit of Chris- 
tian good will to all peoples.

Putting Out Street Lights in Eng- 
land is Bringing Back the 
Ability to See in the Dark, 
Which was Being 
Lost. 


{London Chronicle! 4 ter 
months ago I chanced to be in what 
oficial language would describe as 
“a certain northern town” et the 
time when lighting restrictions were 
being newly enforced ag a precau- 
tion against air attacks. Loud was 
the outcry of persons who had 
bumped into the lamp post and 
tripped over the curb upon their 


found themselves unable to identify 
their own homes without the aid of 
an electric torch. 

And yet the curious thing was 
that even such restricted street 
lighting as remained would have 
been considered a really handsome 
iliumination by our forefathers, and 
would, indeed, be considered eo to- 
day by dwellers in rural districts 
where the street lamp ts unknown. 

What ts happening .to us. or. 
rather, what was happening to us in 
the days when the daylight in towns 
was deposed before ite death bv the 
Glare of gas and electric light? Were 
we not rapidly losing the very last 
remnant of that faculty of seeing in 
what we call “the dark,” which 16 
really quite a natural part of our 
equipment, being a sort of combina- 
tion of the senses of sight, smell, 
touch and hearing? 

As a matter of fact, speaking 
broadly, what most people cal! the 
dark” is not darkness at all. How 
often, for example, do you hear a 
person who has just emerged from 
or who lift a blind to look through 
the window of a lighted room, ex- 
claim: “What a pitch-dark night!” 

But once leave the bewildering 
lights behind, and it will be seen 
that the apparent darkness was 
really more than half caused by the 
light itself. Pitch darkness seldom 
existe except comparatively, never 
without some extraordinary condl- 
tion, such as fog or very dense 
clouds. One does, of course, remem- 
ber one or two such occasions of a 
blackness impenetrable as a wall 
and almost as tangible to all seem- 
ing. But they are rare enough to be 
noticeable, even to cause surprise, 
as if they were, somehow, abormal, 
which would not be so if pitch dark 
ness were common. 

It is rather stranke to reflect that. 
until the coming of the lighting re- 
strictions, most of the present gene- 
ration had never really seen the 
town at dusk. 

And yet what a peculiar charm 
there is now about the coming on 
of dark in a city.

PRESIDENTIAL NAME. 


Charlies Have All Been Defeated. 


Charles is by no Means an uncom- 
mon name in the United States, men 


of that name have had uncommon 
difficulties in their efforts to become 
President. Not including Mr. 
Hughes, there have been six 
Charleses who aspired to sit in the 
White House. One of them was a 
persistent candidate, and another 
was also voted for in the Electoral 
College. As for Vice-President 
Fairbanks, we have had only one 
named Charles—the recent Repub- 


lican nominee—and only two others 
ever have been nominated for the 


office. 


The first Charles in our Presiden- 


tial campaign history was Charles 
B. Pinckney, who received sixty-four 
votes as a Federalist in 1800, at the 
time when Thomas Jefferson, 


Re- 


publican, was subsequently elected 
by the House of Representatives. 


Jeffergon and Aaron Hurr received 
seventy-three votes each, and Pinck- 


ney was not a bad third with sixty- 
five. Thie was in the day when 
the voters did not designated their 


choice for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent separately and the Vice-Preai- 
dency was a sort

prize. Then in 1804 Pinckney wees 
voted for again, receiving fourteen

ceiving two votes. The death of Mr. 
Greeley caused a scattering of the 
Democratic vote, and Jenkins, who 
was a Georgian, an ardent champion 
of slavery as a divine institution and 
a prominent jurist in his common- 
weaith, was among those honored. 

The other Charleses belonged to 
the “smaller parties and got few 
votes. Charles H. Matchett of New 
York was in 1896 the nominee of the 
Socialist-Labor party, and 36,274 of 
his fellow citizens cast their ballots 
for him. Charles E. Bentley of Ne- 
raska ran ee the candidate of the 
National party in the same year, but 
got only 138,969 votes. Neither. was 
mentioned in the Electoral College, 
Charlies Corregan of New York was 
the nominee of the Socialist-Laber 
party in 1904, but he received only 
33,612 popular votes and the Elec- 
toral College heard not the echo of 
his name. 

The Vice-Presidential Charleses 
were Charles Francis Adams, who 
in 1844 was the nominee of the Free 
Soll party, and in 1882 the same 
Charles H. Matchett, who four years 
later was named for the head of the 
ticket by the Socialist-Labor party. 
Charles Warren Fairbanks had bet- 
ter fortune than any of the others. 
It is a curious fact that common 
names do not seem to be a help in 
winning the Presidency, on the 
whole.

HELP THE WORKMAN? 


More Educational Aid to Men En- 
tering Professions than to Wage 
Earners. 

{Topeka State Journal:! Voca- 
tional ‘education means a chance 
for the underdog, writes Elias To- 
benkin in the December Metropol 
tan. It means a better place in the 
eun for the man in the street, the 
man in overalls. It means beefsteak 
instead of beef stewr How”? By mak- 
ing the schools serve the majority of 
our children as efficiently as they 
now serve the minority. Vocational 
education recognizes that there are 
rich and poor, that there are classes 
in America, and pleads for better 
educationa! facilities for the children 
of the masses. The advocate of vo- 
eational education believes that the 
boy who leaves schoo! at 14 to go to 
work is entitled to get help from the 
state to find himself both aga worker 
and a citizen. The state, the com- 
munity, helps the boy who wants to 
become a physician or a lawyer or 
a minister. That boy is in the mineor- 
ity. It has institutions where such a 
boy can get that learing at the ex* 
pense of the community, or largely 
at the expense of the community. 
Now, why should not the child of 
the laborer, who is in the great ma- 
jority, and whose calling is to be a 
m nm, OF a carpenter, or a baker. 
get the help of the state in the mas- 
tering of his oceupation’: it the 
state trains doctors, why should if 
not train plumbers, book-binders, 
printers? There are more than 25.- 
000,000 persons 18 years of age and 
over in this country engaged in ve- 
riots agricultural, industrial and’ 
other oceupations where no special 
training has been required hitherto. 
Give these 25,000,000 workers the 
vocational training which the work- 
ers of Germany in the same ocou- 
pations get, and if you increase their 
earning power to the extent of 
merely 10 cents a day. the nation 
will have gained in wages alone 
$750,000,000 a year. But an esti- 
mate of only 10 cents a day increase 
in wages between the trained and the 
untrained worker is ridiculous. A 
modest estimate of the increased 
daily wage of each of the 256,000,000 
must be placed at 25 cents a day. 
or a total increase in wages for the 
country of $1,875,000,000 a year. 
What a vast improvement in the 
life of the masses such an increase 
in wages would mean.

Few Men Have Taste for Work That 
Goes With High Salaries. 

[Baltimore Star] How would 
you Mke a $25,000 a year job? 1 
suppose you think you would re 
it a lot? Weuld you enjoye the work 
you would have to do in order to earn 
that much ealary Would you be 
willing to pay what it costs to be- 
come a $25.000 a year man? 

This brings us to an interesting 
fact about the human anima 
namely, his way of pretending some- 
times to ambitions which he does 
not possess. Ask almost any man In 
the United States today whether he 
would like a job paying $25,000 «a 
year, and he will tell you, yés— 
vehemently and with evident An- 
cerity. But in ninety-nine cases out 
of 100 he would not really mean it. 
He would like the money—vyea— 
but to earn it by giving a corpora- 
tion the price which it asks in re- 
turn for that much money would not 
suit him at all. 

In spite of the apparent lure of 
money, the great mass of human be- 
ings are not lured by it so much as 
they are lured by other things. They 
think they are, but they aren't. Men 
get their orders from within them- 
selves, not from without. And often 
the inward desires which control 
men are eo powerful that they make 
the “almighty dollar” look mighty 
weak. Frequently laziness is in com- 
mand, in which case a rocking chair 
seems more Valuable than the presi- 
dency of a railroad. Sometimes 
whiskey is the boss. We all know 
men who sacrifice good incomes in 
order to have lots of time for drink. 
In millions of other cases men de- 
liberately choose jobs which do not 
pay well in money, although they 
pay enormously in other forms of), 
satisfaction. Men are constantly de- 
ciding against the scramble for 
money and in favor of a quiet life, 
or a life devoted to teaching or ei- 
ence or public service, or a life de- 


voted ‘to some other ful enthusi- 
asm Which has no special cash 
value. 


The truth is that most men have 
no taste for the duties that go with 
the biggest salaries. The man who 
is worth $25,000 a year to a corpora- 
tion must be willing to work eve- 
nings and holidays. He must be 
read yto upset all personal plans 
if business calls him. He must be 
ready at a moment's notice to give 
up Sunday with his family and spend 
it in a rallway trip to another city 
for a Monday morning confere ‘ 
In his office he must also bear the 
brunt. He must be eager to take 
responsibility and be ready to make 
hard and unpleasant decisions. He 
must have eral zest for tough prob- 
lems. And he cannot hide behind 
others. Big pay envelopes go only 
to those down in front where the

It is claimed that they 
can be grown as cheaply here with, 
that the soil is well 
adapted and that the climate is 
ideal except for a few weeks in 
summer when it would be neces- 
sary to take good care of the crops. 

The figures show that even in 
bringing vegetables in trucks from 
the coast gardens they must be 
picked the afternoon of one day, 
loaded on the truck that night and 
preparations made for the trip. 
The truck starts éarly in the morn- 
ing so as to reach Redlands, the 
last town on the route, by 8 o'clock. 
By the time the vegetables reach 
the buyer they are a day old and 
have lost all the freshness and 
flavor that make them of such 
great attraction during the season. 

Hockridge nurseries and city 


nurseries of Redlands, have for 
several years been working up a 
trade in hot-house tomatoes and 


now they supply markets through- 
out Southern California. The to- 
matoes are grown under glass with 
the heat of the sun.

Por Eighty Years it Has not Been 
Out in a Missouri! Home. 
[Boston Herald: A 
newspaper tells of a fire on the 
hearthstone of a humble home in 
Livingston county that has not been

SELF-PRESERVING EGGS. 
22 Feeding of Hens May Solve 
the Important Problem. 


A new idea for poultrymen is that 
of making a hen lay eelf-preserving 
eses. By offering a grocer eggs 
which he could keep for some time 
on his shelves without having to 


put them into cold storage the as- 
piring poultryman could almost 
command his own price—providing, 
of course, that the eggs were as 
edible as the best. 

In the Popular Science Monthiy 
appears a description of experiments 
undertaken by Dr. Oscar Riddle, 
now of the Carnegie Institute. 

By his method the hen was fed 
urotropin, administered in capsules 
at the rate of less than a gram a 
day. Urotropin is deposited in the 
egs, where it changes into formalin, 
well-known preservative. 

Eges laid within twenty-four 
hours after the first dosing, as wel) 
as those laid five days after, were 
sufficiently affected to be preserved. 
Dr. Riddle tested the keeping power 
of the eggs in comparison with those 
from untreated hens under particu- 
larty severe circumstances. Eggs of 
both varieties laid in the month of 
July were allowed to stand in a tem- 
perature varying from 78 deg. above 
sero to 35 below. By the middle of 
Beptember the difference between 
the two kinds of eggs could be easily 
detected; by the middie of Novem- 
ber all the eggs from undosed hens 
were spoilt, while those from uwro- 
tropin-fed hens were’ still edible, 
although they had lost some of their 
bulk of water. 

The drug does not inſure the hens 
and is obtainable at small cost.

_ MEET AT OTTAWA BEACH. 


HE Society of Automobile Engt- 
T neers, which har been co-op- 

erating with the government 
in matters regarding standardizing 
motor trucks for war purposes and 
other activities, will hold its annual 
engineering convention the last 
week in June at Ottawa Beach on 
Lake Michigan. Heretofore, this so- 
ciety has chartered a large lake 
steamer and held tits engineering 
eonference on Lake Huron, but dur- 


ing the last year the society has 
grown very rapidly, and several 
other engineering organizations 


have amalgamated with it; namely, 
aviation engineers, farm tractor en- 
gineers and motor-boat engineers, 
so that today the society represents 
practically all engineering profes- 
sions using the gasoline engine. 
Ottawa Beach is located on the 
east shore of Lake Michigan, ap- 
proximately 100 miles from Chicago, 
and has been selected because it 
offers an excellent place for demon- 
etrating hydroplanes, as at this point 
on Lake Michigan there is a connec 
tion with Black Lake, a small body 
of water six miles in diameter and 
ideally suited for airplane demon- 
strations. It is possible that a daily 
airplane mail service will be main- 
tained with Chicago during the four 
days of the engineers convention. 
Black Lake is also well suited for 
motor-boat exhibitions.

THE CAR, SAYS MR. HESLIP. 


HE majority of people, I 
dare say, never consider | 
themselves sick until a gen- 
eral breakdown takes place.

OF OIL USED DAILY BY FORD

VERY time the master - clock at 
E. the Ford factory ticks off 

twenty-four hours, 85.000 gal- 
lons of oll have been burned. 

In the same time 1500 gallons of 
ordinary lubricating ofl have been 
used. Likewise 900 gallons of mo- 
tor ofl, 600 gallons of gasoline and 
400 gallons of kerosene are con- 
sumed in the process of producing 
2000 Ford cars during the twenty- 
four-hour period. 

Ford factory machinery, much of 
which runs continuously from mid- 
night, Sunday to midnight Satur- 
day, is very carefully treated. One 
of the most important things is to 
see that the machines are well 
oiled. To-handle the lubrication 
of the thousands of machines in 
the Ford plant 150 men are em- 
ployed as ollera 
In addition to the oilers, there 


are fire oll inspectors whose duty 
is to see that the ollers keep the 


bearings in proper condition and 


— 


that the immense number of oll 
cups are kept filled. 

To efficiently distribute the oil 
arourd the plant pipe lines are 
maintained for the different kinds 
of oll with faucets placed at con- 
venient points where the oilers may 
come to refill their cans. The 
milk-like cutting fluid used to cool 
the material in the machines and 
the cutting tools is made up of a 
mixture of kerosene oll, denatured 
alcohol, caustic soda, machine oil, 
Olaic acid and water. By using 
this fluid machines can be operated 
at high speed without overheating 
them when it would otherwise be 
necessary to use great care. 

Centrifugal extractors are em- 
ployed to remove machine oll from 
chips and shavings on machines 
where oll instead of cutting fuid is 
used to keep the work cool. About 
500 gallons of valuable ofl are thus

lons are consumed daily, which is 
equivalent to five carloads, a tidy

Success 
does not depend on the ability to ob- 
tain distance; he can carry all right 
the length required at this spot, and 
there is no scope for the other man 
to do better. 

It is a specious sort of {llusion— 
and illusion it certainly is, for I 
am satisfied that in no part of the 
golf test is the superiority of the bet- 
ter player more marked than at an 
ordinarily difficult short hole. Natu- 
rally, if you have an easy short hole, 
it must necessarily favor the inferior 
golfer, because if he taps the ball 
or only half hits it and finishes 
short, the chances are that he wil! 
be on the green in two shots, with a 
very fair possibility of being down in 
three. But that kind of hole is an 
anaemic, dead-and-alive form or 
sport, and ie not often found even 
On courses that have no pretensions 
to severity. 

THE FIRST MISTAKE. 

The first mistake that the aver- 
age player shows a ‘tendency to 
make at a short hole is to under- 
club himself. He seems to regard 
it as part of the religion of the 
game that the proper instrument to 
use for the tee-shot in such cir- 
cumstances is an iron of some de- 
scription. Even that would not be 
so bad if only he would select an 


inspire him with the faith that he 
will be able to carry as far as the 
better player. Often I have seen @ 
long-handicap man take a mashie 
at a hole of 130 yards when, for 
a shot of that length through the 
green, he would not think of select- 
ing anything less than a mid-iron. 
As a matter of fact, a champion 
needs to hit one of his very best 
with a mashte to reach a green at 
sucn a distance. 

Always would I recommend the 
mediocre golfer to err on the side of 
choosing the longer-range club when 
ft is a question of which of two he 
The more easily he 
Plays the shot, the greater will be 
his chance of success, and he will be 
the more disposed to take it easily 
when he knows that he has a club 
that can do the work without being 
goaded to undue effort. I must 
confess, however, that it is difficult 
to Induce the majority of golfers to 
appreciate that fact. It is probably 
just an example of the sheer cussed- 
ness of human nature that they will 
insist on giving themselves as little 
margin as possible for error, and se- 
lecting a club with which they win 
be stimulated to strive their utmost 
to obtain the necessary distance. 

HIGH TEE AND SPOON, 

While there can be no «question 
as to the wisdom of choosing, at 4 
short hole, the club that affords the 
opportunity of unconstrained swing- 
ing, the adoption of that principle 
does not wholly enable the inferior 
player to stand on the same footing 
as hie superior. The latter—apart 
from any question as to greater 
ability to hit the ball cleanly—still 
has an advantage in the sense that 
he can take an easier club with 
which to reach the green. Thus 
where the average player might 
need a mid-iron, the top-sawyer 
could rely upon a mashie; where the 
long-handicap man required a bras- 
sie, the champion would probably 
find a straight-faced iron suitable. A 
good short hole is as interesting 4 
feature of golf as any I know, and 
it does not favor the worse player 
to anything like the extent that he 
is disposed to believe. But he can 
make it help him to some extent by 
using a club with which it is certain 


handicap players who, at short, 
holes, adopt the expedient of bulld- 
ing a high tee and playing the 
shot with a spoon. This, be it 
said, gets the ball up all right, and 
as the spoon its virtually a subeti- 
tute for a cleek in ordirary shots, 
they obtain a carry of 160 yards 
without much trouble in spite of 
the distance which is lost through 
the soaring propensity which the 
ball naturally develops as a resul!

Still, there it 
ig as a means to an end at short 
holes, and it is practised with some 
success by people who, perhaps, be- 
come flustered when they have to 
choose the right club for the shot. 
They have confidence in the spoon,

WHEN NO TEE IS NEEDED. 

Mention of this subject reminds 
me that it is sometimes advised 
that, at a short hole, the player 


should not have a tee at all. A 
first-class golfer has no particular 
need of one, and, personally, I find 
it better when hitting the ball into 
the teeth of a stiff wind simply te 
play it from a firm piece of turf on 
the teeing-ground because, in that 
manner, thea man who knows how 
to keep the ball down and so avoid 
the worst of the wind has the bet- 
ter chance of achieving his pur- 
pose.

I always have a small pinch of 
sand-—-a very small one—for a tee, 
partly because it is helpful, as a 
rule, to have the ball just clear of 
the grass and partly because the 
obsefvance of this system assists to 
preserve teeing grounds.
